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CITY COUNCIL WILL PAVE 
HALF DOZEN STREETS 


FRIDAY, NOVEMBER 29, 1929 
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The City Council met in regular ses- 
sion last Tuesday evening and adopted 
a resolution of intention to pave sever- 
al streets. 

Engineer George Kneese was present 
at the meeting and presented the map 
of teh streets petitioned for pavement 
which are: College avenue, Cambridge 
Harvard, University avenue from Col- 
lege avenue to the San Francisuito 
ereek. Robles avenue, Florence and 
Alice Lane. The proposed improve- 
ment will consist of waterbound ma- 
cadam three inches thick with a con- 
crete wearing surface, curb and gutter. 
lateral sewers and a storm sewer to the 
creek. The map was accepted and the 
usual resolution adopted. 

A council meeting will be held at 8 
o’clock on December 17 for the purpose 
of hearing and protests against the 
work which may be forthcoming. It is 
estimated that work will be started on 
these streets within the next two 
months. 

A bid of $65 for the first thousand 
and $25 for the second thousand 
street maps and the matter was laid 
over until after the first of the year. 

A communication was received from 
E. R. Anthony stating that the South- 
ern Pacific Company would fix the 
crossings at Encinal and Glenwood 
avenues if the company was responsi- 
ble for this improvement. The com- 
munication was placed on file. 

The chief of police was instructed to 
co-operated with the Pacific Gas and 
Electric Company in trimming up the 
overhanging branches of the trees that 
affect the company in putting up its 
electric lines. 

An ordinance amending Ordinance 
No. 8 regulating traffic on the highway 
was presented by the city attorney and 
given its first reading. The chief of 
police explained that such a law was 
necessary in order for him to make 
arrests and secure convictions. 


NEW PHONE CONSTRUCTION 
TO COST MILLIONS NEXT YEAR 


New telephone construction of the Pa 
cific coast for 1930 will cost nearly 
$7,500 an hour, or a total of over $65,- 
000,000 compared with nearly $7,000 an 
hour in 1929. 

These figures, said H. D. Pillsbury, of 
the Pacific Telephone and Telegraph 
Company today, is the Company’s ans- 
wer to President Hoover’s prosperity 
budget plan. 

Both the 1930 expenditures and the 
plant expenditure of $333,000,000 for 
the next five years break all records 
for new telephone construction, and 
parallel Pacific Coast growth. 

The Company’s new long distance 
net-work on the Pacific coast will cost 
$100,000,000 for the next five years and 
will increase wire capacity 2000 per 
cent. 

Over $120,000,000 wlli be put into 
land and new buildings.

Zinc Causes Paint to 


Show Color Variation 

A man’s puzzlement over a fence 
post which he had painted black, but 
whieh turned white every night, was 
the starting point of a program of re- 
search which has culminated in the 
discovery of a number of chemicals 
having this remarkable chameleon- 
like property scientifically termed 
phototropy. Information regarding 
these chemicals has now been made 
public by the American Chemical so- 


ciety. The famous fence post was. 


painted with a “pigment having a zine 
basis.” It would turn black soon 
after sunrise each morning, only to 
turn white again when darkness came. 
Many explanations have been given 
for the phenomenon, but scientists 
are not yet agreed as to the cause of 
it. They have, however, found sev- 
eral other substances besides the zine 
sulfide, which was in the paint on the 
post, that will also change color with 
the light. Most of the known photo- 
tropic liquids are solutions of color- 
less derivatives of certain dyes. The 
solutions are practically colorless in 
the dark, but turn the color of the 
parent dye when exposed to light. 


Cat’s Horny Tongue 

Have you ever seen a cat draw 
blood from a baby’s hand by merely 
licking it? In his article on anatomy 
in the Hygeia Magazine, Dr. B. C. H. 
Haryey explains how this ts possible. 
The tongue of any animal is covered 
with thousands of tiny projections 
ealled papillae. One kind of papillae 
is horny and this is why the tongue 
ean lick substances off a smooth sur- 
face. In cats this horny surface is 
especially thick and tougb and is 
rigid like spines. Thus cats can rasp 
off with their tongues the last bit of 
meat from a bone and can draw blood 
by licking a child’s hand, 


Wartime ‘‘Discipline” 

Wilhelm’s “Military Dictionary and 
Gazetteer” says: “In military and 
naval affairs discipiine is a general 
hame for the rules and regulations 
prescribed and enforced for the proper 
eonduct and subordination of the sol- 
diers, ete. This is the technical mean- 
ing. In a higher sense discipline is 
the habit of obedience. The soldier 
acquires the habit of subordinating 
his own will, pleasure and inclinations 
to those of his superior. When the 
habit has become so strong that it is 
second nature, the soldier is dis- 
ciplined.”

For the 
soup, drain the oil from one-third 
can of salmon, and remove skin 
and bones. Rub fish through a sieve, 
and add one tablespoon butter, two

peas, saving it for use in soup at 
another meal.
